Bucks Cracks Down 
Ignores Court 
Order, Jailed

Collector Nets $19,516

The county’s crackdown on deadbeats who 
failed to obey court orders began in earnest to­ 
day when a Quakertown laborer was sentenced 
to six months in Bucks County Prison. 
Sentenced for contempt of court was May­ 
nard Kratzer, 48, of Hickey Court, for ignoring 
a court order to support his four children. 
Wards Of Court 
Kratzer was sentenced by Bucks County 
Judge Lawrence A. Monroe. Kratzer and his 
wife are separated and their children are wards 
of the court. 
In December of 1961 Judge Monroe instruct­ 
ed Kratzer to pay $10 a week for each of his four 
children. When this order was ignored the judge 
in November of 1962 again ordered Kratzer to 
pay $10 a week and an additional $5 for back 
payments. 
New Bill Collector 
Kratzer was arrested July 3 by Deputy Sher­ 
iff Albert Cooney, the county’s new7 “hard-nosed” 
bill collector. Cooney was hired by the commis­ 
sioners to retrieve an estimated $200,000 in fines, 
costs and support orders owed to the county. 
Judge Monroe said that Kratzer would be 
eligible for the prison’s work relief program 
which allows inmates to work at their normal 
jobs and return to the prison afterwards. He or­ 
dered Kratzer to pay $50 a week towards the 
support of his children. Kratzer will also be 
charged $17.50 a week for room and board.

Mrs. Struble accepts a flat

of the roughly $4 0 million in 
taxes last year, her 
commis­ 
sion would have been $20,000. 
Therefore, roughly she “turns 
back" $15,000 


This was a policy practiced 
by her late husband. Tax Col­ 
lector David Struble, whom she 
succeeded after

taxes, Mrs. Stuble’s commission 
is one half of one per cent.
